Through a mortgage foreclosure suit filed at Belleville Friday 
it was revealed that the principal financial backer of Leo J. Scher- 


rer in the promotion of his Alton & Mississippi east 
bridge approach was Charles Troll of St. Louis,

known as ‘‘Cap’’ Troll, a Republican ward politician, former mem- 
ber of the ‘House of Delassice and known as a political ‘‘boss.’’ 


Troll filed suit agairst Scherrer and. 
the Alton & Mississippi Belt Line Rail- 
way & Transportation Co. to foreclose a 
' mortgage against the famous 57-acre 
tract of land used by Scherrer as the 
capital stock of the railroad company. 
Troll owns the mysterious $32,000 mort- 
gage against this property, which here- 
tofore has been concealed in the name 
of *“M. Johnson.’”’ The suit was for an 
unpaid balance of $17,000 on the mort- 
gage and $10 interest, due April 1, ae 
unpaid. 

The right of way of the Alton & 
Mississippi proposed free briige ap- 
proach runs through the land in- 
volved in the foreclosure suit. This 
is a long, narrow strip of land, lying 
about a mile south of the Illinois 
Central Railroad. 

After ordering the filing of the 
sult, Troll told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he owned several large 
tracts of land adjoining the right of 
way of the Alten & Mississippi ap- 
proach. He said he figured that the 
Alton & Mississippi approach would 
win, and that the value of his, #:4 
fioldings would be greatly increase. 

Weuld Block Scherrer’s Scheme. 

If Troll’s suit should be successful 
he would come into the’ possession «f 
more than a mile of the right of way 
of the Alton & Mississippi approach, 
and make it impossible for Scherrer 
to deliver the right of way to the 
city. Scherrer has proposed to do 
this in his negotiations to have his 
approach adopted. 

The disagreement between Troll and 
Scherrer first was made public Thurs- 
day, following a suit by Troll against 
Scherrer in connection with a theatrical 
venture. According to the suit, Troll 
advanced $1500 to Scherrer severa! years 
azo to buy an interest in a theater in 
Fast St. Louis. He alleged Scherrer was 
io repay the $1500 and give him a perr- 
eentagwe of the earnings of the com- 
pany. 

Troll charged in his petition § that 
‘Scherrer had made a profit of $16,000 out 
of the operation of the theater, but that 
he neither had repaid the $1500 nor 
turned over to him the percentage of the 
profits, as he had agreed to do. 

Strip Bought for $7000. 
- Following the disagreement over the 

‘Theatrical enterprise, and the failure 
ase 4 herrer to pay the interest on the 
mortgage, Troll determined to file the 
mortgagee foreclosure suit. The strip 
of land on which he holds the mortgage 
was purchased in 1910 for $70.

Recently he undertook to make it 
appear that the officials of the Brennan 
Construction Co. were his only financial 
backers.

As mortgages and deeds can be made 
in the names of “straw men” this 
nrethod frequently is made to conceal 
the identity of.the real owners. The 
mysterious M. Jolinson, into whose pos- 
séssion the mortgage of the 57-acre 
tract of land passed, is believed to have 
been the “straw man” in the deal to 
conceal the identity of Troll and his 
connection with Scherrer in the Alton 
& Mississippi deal. 

The Democratic members of the House 
of Delegates still are committed to the 
Scherrer free bridge proposition. Their 
plan, to carry out this proposition, out 


‘of which Scherrer had boasted that he 


expected to make $1,500,000, was wrecked 
by the initiative petitions for the Reber 
approach, signed by more than 41,000 
registered voters.

GIRL GETS $3000 A YEAR 
FROM AVIATOR’S ESTATE 


Atlanta Young Woman En- 
forces Claim in England for 


Breach of Promise. 

LONDON, May 8.—As a sequel to a 
breach of promise of marriage, judg- 
ment was given today to Miss Derryle 
Eligabeth Law of Atlanta, Ga., in a suit 
brought to enforce payment of a settle- 
ment of $3000 a year, made in her favor 
by the late Capt. Patrick Hamilton, a 
British army aviator, who was killed in 
a flying accident at Stevenage, England, 
in November, 1912. 

Miss Law is the only daughter of Mrs. 
M. Latham Law of Atlanta. She be- 
came acquainted with Capt. Hamilton 
on Long Island and shortly afterward 
accepted his proposal of marriage. 
Counsel for Miss Law, in his opening 
speech, declared the family of Capt. 
Hamilton, when it discovered that Miss 
Law was not an hetress, persuaded him 
to break the engagemént. Miss Law 
thereupon brought suit for breach of 
promise. The Captain, on her agreeing 
to postpone the wedding until the fol- 
lowing October, settled $3000 a year on 
her for life. The suit, however, was 
continued. 

Soon after the Captain’s death the 
‘resent suit was brought against the 
executors in the Chancery Court. 

A letter, produced during ‘the hearing, 
was sent by Capt. Hamilton’s mother to 
Mre. Law, and suggested that the sole 
object of Miss.Law was to obtain money. 

Miss Law on the witness stand said 
Capt. Hamilton had told her over the 
telephone he wished to,break off the 
engagement. He gave as his reason that 
‘ney would have a bucketful of debts to 
hve on. This was the last she heard 
from him and she asserted she never 
had released him from his engagement.

Bryan Merely “Assumed There 

Would Be No Fighting’ Dur- 

ing Mediation; Huerta Con- 
sented. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Officials 
pointed out here today that neither the 
United States nor Gen. Huerta has yet 
entered into any formal armistice, What 
occurred was this: 

The mediators suggested that hostili- 
ties should be suspended during the pe- 
riod of negotiations. To this Secretary 
Bryan replied that it was assumed there 
would be a suspension of hostilities, ex- 
cept to repe! attack. Gen. Huerta’s an- 
swer was understood to be an accept- 
ance, but the exact terms have not oeen 
given out. Bryan several times pointed 
Out that this did not constitute a forma] 
armistice, but only an assumption that 
hostilities would be suspended except 
to resist aggression. 


What Convention Provides. 
Article VII of The Hague convention, 
of which the United States and Mexico 
are signatories, provided specifically on 
troop movement pending mediation, as 
follows: — 

“Article VII—The acceptance of medi- 
ation cannot, unless there be an agree- 
ment to the contrary, have the effect of 
interrupting, delaying or hindering mo- 
bilization or other measures, or prep2ra- 
tion for war. 

“If mediation occurs after the com- 
mencement of hostilities, it causes no 
interruption to the military operations 
in progress, unless there be an agres- 
ment to the contrary.”’ 

To what extent the present suspension 
at Vera Cruz operates under these rules 
appears, therefore, to depend largely on 
the construction of the informal un- 
derstanding that it was assumed hostili- 
ties would be suspended except to repel 
attack. 

Leading authorities on international 
law hold that an armistice, truce or sus- 
pension of hostilities should be definite 
and exact and not implied. 
One of the leading authorities, Halleck, 
Bays: 

“Such a general suspension of hostili- 
ties can only be made by the sover- 
eignty of the State, either directly or by 
authority specially delegated. Such au- 
thority is never implied and the enemy 
is bound to see that the agent is special- 
ly. authorized to bind his principle.’’ 


Limit Is in “Theater of War.” 
When an armistice is formally agreed 
to, the authorities hold that “during its 
pendency neither party may engage in 
any military work, operation or move- 
ment, at least upon the immediate thea- 
ter of war.” 

This however is limited to the 
“theater of war” and it is added: 

“Each party may in its own juris- 
ciction, do with its armed forces 
whatever it could do in time of peace. 
Fortifications can be built or put in 
order, vessels fitted out, troops raised 
and trained and warlike stores manu- 
factured and collected. Troops can 
be moved about from one part of a 
country to another with the excep- 
tien of the actual area of hostilities.” 
This latter applies only when a for- 
mal armistice is in operation and it 
is an open question as to what the 
condition is when there is no formal 
armistice, but only an assumption 
that “hostilities will be suspended, 
except to repel attack.”

WASHINGTON, May &.—Secretary 
McAdoo and Mrs. McAdoo, who left here 
last night on a train for Philadelphia 
on their honeymoon trip, are supposed 
to have gone to New York, although 
the closest secrecy was maintained at 
the White House as to their plans. It 
ls expected they will remain away from 
Washington for only a few days. 

The Secretary and Miss Eleanor Ran- 
dolph Wlison, youngest daughter of the 
President and Mrs. Wilson, were mar- 
ried at 6 o'clock last evening in the blue 
room of the White House, the Rev. 
Sylvester Beach, pastor of the Prest- 
dent’s Presbyterian Church in Prince- 
ton, N. J., officiating. 

At 6 o’clock the Marine Band in the 
main hall began the strains of the wed- 
ding march. 

Mrs. Wilson, accompanied by Col. W. 
W. Harts, military aid to the President, 
entered the blue room first, followed by 
Mrs. John Wilson, wife of the Presi- 
dent’s brother, and the guests. The 
President’s wife took her place near 
the dais. 

The bridegroom came

Then the bridal party approached.

GLAD HE GOT OUT 
) OF BRAZIL ALIVE 


Colonel Insists He Will 
Enter Politics Till After 
Son’s Marriage. 


Not 


PARA, Brazil, May 8.—Col. Roosevelt 
sailed for New York on the steamship 
Aiden of the Booth Line yesterday, still 


weak after his arduous’ exploration 


through the jungle, but hopeful the voy- 
age home would restore his health. He 
has been invited to lecture before’ the 


Royal Geographical Society in London 
on “Putting the Duvida River on th- 
Map,” a feat which he considers a tri- 
umph. He says the hardships of the 
Duvida trip nearly cost his life by 
starvation, and he is thankful for his 
escape. 

The Colonel insists he will not mix in 
politics until after his son, Kermit, 
marries Miss Willard in Madrid next 
month, then he will be active in the 
fall campaign. 

When told specifically that his friends 
were talking of him enthusiastically as 
a candidate for Governor of New York 
or as United States Senator from that 
State. Col. Roosevelt, snapping his 
jaws, said: “I shall not be a candidate 
for anything this fall.’’ 

As for his possible candidacy for the 
presidency in 1916, the Colonel says he 
is not thinking of that yet. He cannot 
say whether he will be a candidate 
again, but if he should run it must be 
on a Progressive ticket, for he cannot 
“swallow the Republican bosses.” 
Again, today, the Colonel expressed 
surprise that the situation in Mexico 
has not been cleared up, It is an open 
secret that he considers President Wil- 
son to be too hesitating. 


London Papers Continue to Doubt 
Roosevelt Discovered River. 
LONDON, May ®&.—Today’s afternoon 
newspapers follow the lead of the morn- 
ing press in casting doubt and derision 
upon the reported discovery by Col. 
Roosevelt of a new river in Brazil. 
The Star says: ‘Col. Roosevelt’s re- 
markable story of his discovery of a 
great river of rapids and windings is 
received with unveiled skepticism by 
geographers and explorers. What the 
greatest hustler of his day has done, 
according to all existing maps is not 
only to redraw the map of Central South 
America, but to remodel its physi- 
ographical features, a feat which makes 
mere trifles of some of his earlier ex- 
ploits. It is up io Col. Roosevelt to 
prove that the maps are wrong and will 
have to be corrected to agree with his 
new topography.” 
The Evening Standard remarks: ‘‘Col. 
Roosevelt’s energy would not, of course, 
let him go to Brazil without ioing 
or discovering something new. Let him 
think and feel at the time that it is a 
nice fresh thing and the world can gay 
what it likes afterward. He has had 
his hour. By and by we shall see 
wether Col. Roosevelt's river is really 
new or only hew to him.”’ 


New York Geographers Rally te De- 
fense of Col. Roosevelt. 

NEW YORK, May 8—The adverse 
criticism of the London press, following 
Statements by Sir Clements Markham 
on the question as to whether Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt really discovered a 
new river in Brazil, has resulted in 
geographers in this city coming to the 
defense of their fellow countryman, or 
at least counseling that judgment be 
withheld until further details are re- 
ceived. 

Before sailing from Para for New 
York, yesterday, Col. Roosevelt said he 
had sent letters to the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society in London offering to 
deliver a lecture refuting the remarks 
of Mr. Savage-Lander, who said _ the 
province of Amazon lacked the germ of 
civilization. Should Col. Roosevelt go 
to London, he may have an opoprtunity 
to meet his critic, Sir Clements Mark- 
ham, formerly president of the Royal 
Society, who has asked if the newly dis- 
covered river is not, in reality, the Ca- 
numa River, traced further south than 
it has been followed before. 


2 BATTLESHIP PROGRAM 
IS ADOPTED IN HOUSE 


Bill Carrying $139,560,334 Ap- 
propriation Passed Without 


a Roll Call. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—The annua] 
naval appropriation bill, carrying $139,- 
560,834, and providing for the entire ad- 
ministration naval construction pro- 
gram was passed by the House yester- 
day without a roll call. 

The building program includes two 
battleships, one to be built in some 
Government navy yard; six torpedo boat 
destroyers, one seagoing torpedo boat, 
three coast defense submarine torpedo 
boats, to be constructed on the Pacific 
coast, and four submarines. 

The “little navy’’ men made their 
final stand against two battleships on 
a motion to send the bill back to the 
committee, which was defeated by 201 
to 106. Democratic Leader Underwood, 
Republican Leader Mann and other 
prominent figures in the House support- 
ed the motion.

If the 
meter system should accumulate a surplus, the 
rates could, and would, be reduced still cheaper 
which, with the waste and stealing eliminated, 
would make water cheaper than the most optimis- 
tic advocate of the meter has ever claimed. 

Your plea that there. might be some graft In 
the purchase of the meters is silly. There might 
be some graft in the purchase of any of the mil- 
lions of dollars worth of supplies the city buys 
every year, but that is no reason why the supplies 
should not be bought. The meters would be in- 
stalled by the city. Such argument only illus- 
trates why this is a government by the pol'ti- 
clans for the capitalists. The people at large are 
mot able to reason logically, and hence are not 
capable of self-government.

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MEDIATION’S USEFUL SERVICE. | 


Secretary Bryan's statement that no specific 
conditions of mediation had been offered by the 
United States checks wild rumors with regard 
to the terms which would be acceptable to Wash- 
ington. In particular it refutes the statement 
that the administration is willing to accept a 
salute from Huerta with indemnity for the cost in 
life and money of the Vera Cruz operations. 

It is incredible that having gone so far as to 
take and hold Vera Cruz on account not only of the 
Tampico incident, but of other violences, and 
having made the elimination of Huerta and the 
restoration of constitutional government the ob- 
ject of intervention, the administration would 
be satisfied with such trivial results. Nothing 
short of an assurance of the beginning, at least, 
of permanent order under the constitutional sys- 
tem would now satisfy the American people for 
their labor and sacrifices. 

Fortunately, events are working for us. Car- 
ranza and Villa are winning victories. Huerta’s 
position is becoming more untenable. Every 
step of Villa’s toward Mexico City weakens 
Huerta’s hold on the Government. If he does 
not resign he will be overthrown, and that will 
be a great gain. We can then deal with the Con- 
stitutionalists, free from the Huerta embarrass- 
ment. 

Mediation is serving a useful purpose. It is 
giving time for internal Mexican movements 
which may contribute much toward an easier 
solution of the problem than was anticipated 
at first.

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CHICAGO’S NEW NEWSPAPER. 

The sale of the Chicago Inter Ocean and the 
Chicago Record-Herald to a single interest and 
their consolidation under the editorship of James 
Keeley, for some years past the general-manager 
of the Chicago Tribune, brings about one of the 
most interesting newspaper changes of recent 
years. The one paper has been familiar to the 
reading public of the Middle West for more than 
a generation. The other is a survival of Mr. 
Story’s famous Times, Jim Scott’s Herald of 
pleasant memory and the Morning Record of Mr. 
Lawson. 

Mr. Keeley’s journalistic record is one of the 
most brilliant in the West, and we may assume 
that the new organization will have some of the 
distinctiveness and strength which he has long 
exemplified on the Tribune. Chicago is left with 
but three morning newspapers. 
that becomes the successor of two former pub- 
lications begins its existence under auspices giv- 
ing promise of special adequacy to the opportuni- 
ties of a great newspaper field. 
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AN EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY HOMILY. 

Chauncey M. Depew celebrated his eightieth 
birthday by making public a plea for a changed 
attitude toward big business on the part of Gov- 
ernment, by which he seems to mean public 
opinion. He said that back in 1858, when Edwin 
D. Morgan, one of the richest men of his day, 
consented to run for Governor in New York, 
there was general delight that a man of his type 
should take the office and he was triumphantly 
elected. 

Probably Mr. Morgan had not made his money 

out of a tariff with schedules higher than war 
revenue rates that taxed the rest of the country 
for his benefit. Probably he had not been accus- 
tomed to make huge subscriptions to campaign 
funds and recoup himself in privilege. Probably 
he had not trustified industries necessary to the 
people and piled up new riches in monopoly 
profits. Probably he had not as a corporation 
magnate engaged in across-the-table deals to his 
own advantage, manipulated interlocking direc- 
torates, unloaded railroad securities onto the 
public at high prices and then thrown the com- 
pany into insolvency and put new swindling deals 
across in the reorganization after the bankruptcy 
proceedings. 
Big business in Edwin D. Morgan’s day was 
different from. big business now. The” only 
strange thing about the public’s present attitude 
is that it was not assumed long before. The 
paucity, of restraints thrown about frenzied 
finance in the past attests fairness of the public 
and its unwillingness to believe that the old 
standards had been abandoned. Mr. Depew says 
the Government’s attacks on business must cease. 
They will cease when business discovers that its 
attempts to pervert government and abuse busi- 
pess will no longer be tolerated. - 
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MR. SINCLAIR’S ‘‘SOOIAL CHILL.’’ 
Upton Sinclair explains that in resorting to 
the vicinity of 26: Broadway with crepe on his 
arm, he was only seeking to administer “The 
Social Chill’ to the Rockefellers. : 
“The Social Chill” is, it seems, the new treat- 
ment for those who decline to defer to particular 
forms of propaganda. It did not seem to work 
very well in the Rockefellers’ case, but that may 
be due to imperfect mastery so far of its tech- 
nique, At any rate, it has points of decided 
superiority over sabotage, Black Hand letters, 
rioting, beatings-up and the ingenious forms of 
violence in which anarchists and British suf- 
fragettes engage. 

We should like to see the Social Chill intro- 
duced into St. Louis and put to work on a 24- 
hour schedule. After it had engaged at close 
quarters ‘with the new charter hostiles, the 
free bridge watchful waiters, the owners of fire

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FREDDY FUNSTON’S CIGARETTE. 

Destined to fame like Gen. Grant’s cigar, the 
cigarette of Gen. Funston is a vivid detail in his 
photographs. These display it sometimes pend- 
ing from a bearded mouth, not unlike Grant’s, 
and sometimes held, not esthetically but firmly, 
between the thumb and forefinger of his sturdy 
right hand. Idlera, triflers and dilettantes usual- 
ly hold theirs in the left—possibly the fashion 
will switch now. 

The Funston cigarette looks like one of the 
imported brands manufactured on Fifth avenue 
It is an artistic bit of contrast, a suggestion of 
the amenities, which rather enhances the rough- 
ness of the soldier. Old-fashioned critics will 
decry it as an incongruity, an offensive touch of 
effeminacy detracting from manly character and 
military hardihood. These old fogies would be 
appalled to know the average of cigarettes con- 
sumed by our American fighting forces. The 
cigarette has become almost as proverbial to the 
army as plug tobacco to the navy. No class 
smokes more per capita, except possibly athletes 
or editors. 

To the publie mind it connotes golf rather than 
war. Time must elapse before the cigarette is 
respected as a rugged characteristic, a mark of 
the virile, a badge of the militant, Tt ts out of 
keeping with the traditional picture of a “general 
smoking furiously” or “smoking ferociously,” un- 
less a suffragette general should be substituted. 

Nothing less than a brilliant campaign and 
series of bloody victories by Funston will re 
deem the cigarette from early prejudice or over- 
come the presumption against Funston himself. 
And after that, if political aspirations naturally 
attend his Mexican successes, he would better 
discard the fragrant little thing altogether and 
even be careful where he parts his hair. Gen. 
Grant could never have reached the White House 
handicapped by cigarettes or hair parted in the 
middle. We cannot recall a single President 
who disclosed the fact that he smoked cigarettes 
before his election or publicly indulged in them 
afterwards. Our latest fighting President, Col. 
Roosevelt, eschewed cigarettes even while alone 
in the Cuban War. There is a suspicion that 
Mr. Taft, sub rosa, indulged, but we hesitate to 
hint it in the face of prejudice. 

For the present it doesn’t matter a whit what 
Funston smokes so long as he smokes, and 
thinks, to good purpose. 
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The correspondent who described Jack London 
as drinking beer out of a moisture-dimmed glass 
at Vera Cruz did not realize the injury he was 
doing to a healthful boom for President on the 
Prohibition ticket. 
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SAFETY FIRST VS. SAFETY LAST. 
Two men were painfully injured, one having his 
skull fractured, when the motor car in which they 
were riding was struck by a Broadway car. The 
driver of a vegetable wagon received serious cra- 
nial injuries when he was run down by a Tower 
Grove car. A passenger missed his footing and 
was hurt while boarding a Grand avenue car. A 
couple and their two children had a narrow ercape 
from death when a car disputed the right of way 
on North Grand avenue. 

The damage to property must have been con- 
siderable, but that is of less importance than the 
injuries to the eight persons who were the vic- 
tims of United Railway accidents in 24 hours and 
to whom presumably some form of indemnity must 
be paid. The record of almost every 24 hours, in 
fact, presents unanswerable reasons why the trac- 
tlon company should inaugurate a safety first 
campaign. Prevention of accidents has become a 
science with well established laws. Selfish reasons 
alone should induce the company to avail itself 
of the science. In addition the public is entitled 
to greater protection. 

Competent safety specialists can save the com- 
pany more money than the shrewdest claim agents. 
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In the whole continent of South America Mr. 
Roosevelt lost only 65 pounds. Mr. Taft lost a 
good deal more than that on the golf links.

AUSTRO - HUNGARIAN. — Water 
Stain: Sponge with pure chloroform 
and wipe dry, rubbing all the while 
toward the center of the spot.

A nolle prosequi was entered in Judge

afternoon on a charge of embezzling 
$3820 from Alejo Archedera, a hat man- 

ufacturer of Tehuacan, Mexico. 

Archedera was the only witness ques- 
tioned. He identified a contract be- 
tween him and the Arbuckle Export 
Association by which the association 
Was to sell hats for him in St. Louis. 
The contract was signed by Jafnes Ar- 
buckle as president of the association. 

Attorneys A. M. Frumberg and Hall 
Corbett of Paducah, Ky., representing 
Arbuckle, moved that the case be 
thrown out of court on the ground that 
Arbuckle, having signed the contract 
as an officer of a corporation, could not 
be personally charged with embezzle- 
ment. They admitted that the corpora- 
tion owed money to Archedera, but said 
his legal relief would be through a civil 
suit. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney McCullen, 
in view of this, entered a nolle prosequl. 
The indictment charged that Arbuckle 
had failed to account to Archedera for 
money received through the sale of 
Archedera’s hata. 

Macklyn Arbuckle, a well-known actor, 
son of James Arbuckle, was in court 
when the case was dismissed. 


COUPLE ARRESTED ON 
$300,000 FRAUD CHARGE 


Lawyer’s Wife Alleged to Have 
Posed as Stenographic Con- 
tractor in Anti-Trust Cases. 


BOSTON, May 8.—Francis H. Griffin, 
a New York attorney, and his wife, 
Clara H. Griffin, were arrested at Gro- 
ton today, charged with using the mails 
to defraud. Government officials claim 
that by fraudulent representations the 
Griffins have obtained between $300,000 
and $500,000. 

It is charged that Mrs. Griffin repre- 
sented to many persons that she had 
contracts for stenographic work in con- 
nection with antitrust prosecutions by 
Federal and State authorities. Owing to 
the secrecy attending such _ investiga- 
tions, Mrs. Griffin claimed, it is charged, 
that she was unable to obtain from 
banks the funds needed to carry out her 
contracts. She represented her expenses 
as heavy,* but profits large. 

It is charged that Mrs. Griffin ob- 
tained the desired funds from individu- 
els. One man, whose name is withheld, 
supplied $100,000, and two others fur- 
nished $40,000 each, it is asserted. 


BRISTOW SPEAKS AGAINST

Declares England Has’ Been

Would Benefit Most. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Opposition to 
the bill for the repeal of the tolls ex- 
emption clause of the Panama Canal act 
was voiced in the Senate yesterday in 
vigorous speeches by Senators O’Gor- 
rian and Bristow. 

Senator O’Gorman, chairman of the 
Senate Interoceanic Canals Committee, 
and leader of the opposition, based his 
protest on economic, legal and political 
grounds.

Exchange Is Strong. 


“The really significant development 
of today’s market was the violent rise 
in foreign exchange to $4.87%. This 
price for sight drafts on London re- 
presented an advance of % cent for 
the day and was the highest level 
touched by exchange since the week 
of March, 1913. It means that a good 
deal of gold is likely to go out next 
week to Paris, with perhaps a ship- 
ment to London as well. 

“At the present level of exchange,

Bank of France earlier in the vear, 
when $16,000,000 gold was sent from 
»this side. Today’s high rate was still 
fully %c below the price at which 
sight drafts ordinarily have to sell 
before it is profitable to use gold as 
a form of remittance to the English 
market. The indications are that a 
Paris engagement will be arranged 
within the next day or two. 

“One reason for today’s sharp rise 
in exchange, was the’ further decline 
in money rates, as reflected by the 
reduction of % per cent loans for 
short periods. No large advances 
were made by the banks on these 
terms, owing to the narrow demand 
and the disinclination of brokers to 
take time money when there was 
such a plentiful supply of call funds 
offered around 1% per cent. 

The banks bought a fair amount of 
commercial paper for their own ac- 
count and on behalf of interior insti- 
tutions. So far as the currency move- 
ment was concerned the preliminary 
figures covering the week’s operations 
of some of the largest banks in the 
Clearing House showed a net gain 
from all quarters of $8,300,000.

Low temperatures have caused grain 
to develop good roots, and when warm 
weather does come and the plant be- 
ins to grow above ground, it will be 
ound to have ample root growth to 
provide necessary amount of nourish- 
ment.

The May Government report in the 
past was followed by some interesting 
figures.

In 1911 the loss in percentage 
in May was six points. In only one 
year, 1903, was there an improvement 
in May. Then the percentage gained 
from 76.6 to 82.2 on June 1.
